King and his People, than berween Him and the P.of Orange : 
For I believe no unbyatled wiſe Man can, even now jf 
his Conſcience, think the Prince bas dealt Honourably or 
Religioufly by his Wives Father, and his own Uncle, un- 
Icfs the Cameronian Refleftor, where he talks of che Dit- 
fer-nce betwixt Kingdoms and Families, had proved it 
more lawful to tteal Crowns than Trifles, or rob ſo near 
R-larions than other Men The King and Mankind mnit 
forgive me if Juſtice command tf andum renoyare dolorem, 
e iook a little into the Cauſes of the late Civil Wars. I am 
the fartheit Man alive from juitifying the execrable Mur- 
ther of King Charles the Firſt, but on the other hand I 
cannot fay the People began thar War without great Pro- 
vocations from the Miniſters of thoſe days. I believe the 
Laws of England make the Kings of it unaccountable in 
their own Perions : But the Monepolies , the Loans, the 
Ship-money, and illegal Impriſomments, &e. were real Grie- 
vances : How fatal that War was, both to the King's and 
Parliament Party ; how horrid in the Iſſue of it, in rela- 
tion to the Royal Blood, may be read in our Hyſforzes, and 
is felt in our Conſtitution. But whence originally came all 
thoſe Misforrnnes ? It any Man tells me long Stories of 
the Religious Contentions, I mutt confeſs I blame them, and 
I allow they had their weight; bur I take the Root of 
thoſe great Evils to proceed from Defects in our Civil Con- 
fitution ; 1 will point out the Defefs; bur I neither have 
Authority, nor Genius, to propoſe the Remedics, Ever 
fince King Henry the Seventh's time, the Nature and 
Element of the Engliſh Government have been altered, 
All Regular Governments ( call them, and let the Titl-'s 
of their Magiſtracv be what you pleaſe) partake of all 
the three ſeveral Sorts, but there are in all Climates eb- 
bings and flowings of the Aonarchical, Ari/tocratical, and 
Democratical Particles of the Compoſure, and all the 
Countcls of State muſt be proportioned to thoſe Altera- 
1015. Take a view of our Governmentbefore Henry the 
Scvenths time, and you find a Monarch whoſe Baſis is 
Ariſtocracy, tut if you will reflect ſolidly how he bas ſtood 
(1::Ce, it is upon the Foot of the People : Queen Elizaberh 
underitood this, and govern! happily, ard her Minijters 
Cecil, Eſſex, Rawleigh, WWal/mpham, &fc. were leſs her Ai- 
ions than thev were the Fawvurites of the People. Tho 
her Titie was difputable, Prore/tancy but new, Spain pow- 
crial and ambitious; by pcriving large Moods and 
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eaking beloved \Men into her Counſels, and by ſuffering 
chem to Adviſe honeſtiy, ſhe was roo bard for all the Dif- 
hiculcies ſhe met with, and, after a long R-ign, lay'd down 
ber Head in Peace ; I think Primces may learn Leſions our

A thirſt after Liberty 
expeiPd the Kings of Rome, and there were Indications of 
almoit abſolute Aonerchical Diſpoſitions in the FaCtions 
of Mariz:, Scyila, and Catiline, before Ce/ar's perpetual 
Diftaterſhip; The Revolt of the Low Countries from the 
Spaniſh Government, When in all its height and ſtrength, 
fh-ws no Armies can be too hard for Univerſal Reſolu- 
tions, and 1s a :mento to all Crowned Hzads,That where 
a Monarch will ſtrain the bonds of Government in de- 
ſpight of tne People, they will break them. When the 
Barons were able to make War upon flight Pret-nces, if 
the Kings kept fir with the Barons they were ſafe, bur 
the Crown, the Barons, and the greater Gentry lirc- che 
Barons, could {e!] their Lands, and the Court of Wards 
has been taken away, and the Crown has diſpoſed of 
its Lands; can govern no longer Securely chan they have 
Repuration with the People. Government muſt follow

Terpi''s Oulervations upon the Nether 
lands, and his Etjav upon Governments, Can never be toc 
ofren read by Prince, or People : The one may be taugh! 
by ir how to Govern, ard the other cured of unreaſona 
ble Fears. Standing Arivies are the jultelt dread to Civi, 
Liberties, but they are mary ways as dngerous to 
Kings as they can be to their People, A beloved General 
may turn their Compriitor, and every Mutinv ſhakes 
their Thrones : Ard the King that will inake his Subjects 
Slaves by their hands, mult be as much ar:d more a Slave 
oo them. If che Troops are Forcign be mutt be the Tri- 
butary and Valfal of that Frivce who lends them : and if 
they are home-bred Forces, tte Diſpoſitions of the Popu- 
lace will infe@ the Army : Bur beſides all this, no Coun- 
try, tho they may maintain Forces enotigh to ſuppreſs a 
ſudden Infurrection, can poſſibly maintain enough to 
govern Contrary to the general Genius of the Nation. 


The People of Twrky hold all their Lands of the Crown, 


and like their Government; and as for the Pceatanee «£ 
France , they talk daily of their grand Monarch. An 
ill concerted Conſpiracy may miſcarry. Hot-headed Men 
av expect too foon ro tice tivir Country-men, bur ge- 
reral Diflatisfations are no more to be withitood than 
general Conilagrations : When Neceſſity and Selt-preſer- 
vation arm Men, lee their Weapons be what they will, 
they will cur their way tkrough all Oppoſition. Indeed 
if a People are divided, as we are, the Danger mnſt be 
Commnn, or very notoriois, before ti''y make uſe of 
their Dtrinfck Power. Bur if ſome Laws were enacted to 
keep Ecclcſiattick Contrroveriies out of the Pulpit, and 
the People were nor raught to believe what in caſes of 
Exrremiry hamane Natnre will never practiſe , If Divines 
are not ſutf-ied ro diſpo'e of the Kingdoms of this World, 
Civil Crimes and Rights will be ſoon called by their pro- 
per Names, and we ſhall recover our Liberties in a Par- 
hamentary way before Things grow deſperare : Ir is dan- 
gerous, and ought to be criminal, for them to pretend 
ro ſet out the Boundaries of Government : They may 
preac' in general ſubmiſſion co Authority, bur rbey are 
not to bring Teats of Scripture, and much lefs Ar/torle's 
Idezs, or Zenophows Cyris, to overthrow our Statute-books, 
and depretiate the Laws of England. By an Act of Par- 
liament in che time of King Fames the Firlt, no Man thae 
was not Batchellor in Divinity was to preach about Pre- 
deltination, or Free-will, becauſe thar Controverſy then 
troubled the Chureh ; and ſure I am, That the Clergy of 
no Degree ought to preach about the Prerogative, and 
our Privileges. Their Stake is not generally great enough 
to keep them from Flatrery and ſiniſter Interprerations, 
by which too many of their Pred<celiors have been raiſed 
to Church-Dignities. They underitand not our Laws, 


nor have they much ciedie for theſe Reatons with the

Diviſions would ſoon ceafe, if we did not oppoſe the 
bringing home King Fames upon civil Sccurities. The 
Prince of Orange, hates che Perfons of the 7higr, and 
more their Principles, and makes a!l rthoiv of rhom he 
imploies, Change them, or ar tealt at againſt them ; 
yet their implacable hate ro King Fames will not lee 
them, cho they have ſo much punifh'd him, and them- 
ſelves, forgive Errors in him, which they commend in 
this Man; andif King James is ever Reftored it will be 
eaſy to miſrepreſent their Notions by reaſon of th2 Men 
that profeſs them : Whereas would they plead for their 
Liberties under a Reſtoration, and not talk in prejudice 
of the E:iabliſh'd Worſhip of the Church (ro pull down 
which is neither the Buſineſs, nor the defire even of any 
wiſe Diſſenter ) the Church of England will joyn to ask 
and expcCt all Things that can make our Conſtitution 
happy and Stable, not only under any Popiſh tur under 
all Kings. Refleft ſeriouſly whether tie body of the 
Nation, which is moſtly compoſed of the C'arch vf Fug- 
land, has not been Stragling thele laſt 5o V 2rs for more 
Liberty ; this may initruct the 2/bigs that they necd not 
fear the loſs of it, and King Famss that he mult give it, 
The nature of our Scituativn, of our Tenure:, of ous 
Incloſires, and eſpecially of our People, is a full Sect- 
Titv that we ſhall never looſe our beloved Liberty and 
Property, unleſs the Mhig Party are fo unreaſon=b.c, that 
they chiiſe to embroil us in Civil Wars rather than to 
hearken to any Propotlals from King Fames, or jun 
with others ro ſend Propoſals to him. The Reduction of 
Treland, and the Celtlation of the Highlanders, have not 
ended the Facopite Quarrel ; and tho this Detcar of the 
French by Sea, damps the wild and viſſionary Faccozte, 
yer it will nor pit an end to our Miſeries : Were King 
Fames dead, the Prince of Wales would be thongiut on; 
and thoſe thar believe ſocceiſive Monarchy, are very 
much ( what ere you think ) fatished of his Leg:t:macy. 
Bur were he, and the Chiid of whichi the Queen 1s 
lately delivered of, and King Fames allo dead, if 
the Prirce(s of Orange ſhould die, the Princeſs of Dinma: k 
muit be a moſt reſigned Woman, if ſhe did not ask for 
ber Right: Whatever others can, I can yet ſve nothing 
but Confuſion and Calamity, intollerable and eternal 
Taxes, together with the loſs of Trade, and Honour on 
the one hand, and on the other hand, our antient Plenty, 
and our ancient Government ; withour Sunderland, be- 
ing remade Secretary of Stat?, or a genera! Exci'e Efta- 
bliſhd, which are the reſold on Methods of Ring W- 
liam : But] mnit yct give an Account of the moi dread- 
4 ful Hobgoblin of all, Popery. 1 believe as ile of its 
- Creed, aid as il] of its Practices, as any body; but I 
would take a new Method to civilizz thoſe wild Men that 
you think Beaſts of prey. 1 would treat them better ; 
I would enfranchize th-m ; I blame neither Papiff nor 
Faratick tor being in a Plot, ill they are impartially dealt 
wih: a. .t1] can, anddo, andever did, and lam con- 
fir: + all, comply with the Church of England; 
ſc * ; 08 p=rionai Concern makes me fay this, but

4* where 2 Nacion is divided into Sets, Church and 
S..re tart rs ought to bedittinct. As we manage the 
Pour, tic Papiits will be Vallals for rac Court of Rome; 
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and Spies for every Catholick Monarchy from whence 
they may liope a deliverance, as well as Flatterers of 
Prerogative; but if you would blend them with all the 
other Sects, they would net be taſted in the Compoſition, 
nor would they be looking for Succours from abroad. 
Bur when | have ſaid all this, let the Roman Catholicks 
af their peril endeavour to be invidiouſly Preferred, or 
engroſs the King, we Can put a Bear-Skin upon thein, 
When we pleate ; And if a King of their perſwaſion 
Will be the King of their party, the next Revolution will 
extirpate Papiſ?s, and the Roya, Line to boot; and now 
we Can cut off, and avazcate Rings in the face of the 
World : Ve fhall learn Maſlacres, and turn into a perfect 
Common. gealth, I will allow you Gentlemen to believe 
Iranſubltantiation, but I adviſe you as a Friend not to 
trult co Miracles ; but ro allow thar natural weight will 
be too tary for all your Superfine projections: So that tho 
I am for your having utmoli Libercy, and tho 1 am ag 
much an Enviny to Civil Inquiſitions here, as to your Re 
ligiovs, or rather irreligious one in Spain, yet I wonld 
have yau remember that | ſay you are to have thar Li- 
berty on.y upon your good Behaviour. If King Fame; 
com-s in, if you will not as induftrionfly as any other 
Party promote the general Gond . If you will not be as 
Zeaiuus for it as your Predecetiors when thev got Magna 
Ch3r;a, you Will be a hated Faction ſtill, and find me too 
truea Prophet atlaſt. I think the French never were, bat 
{ balicve cvery body will allow that tliey have now no 
reaſon to be 1 Viſſionary as to expett to make us a Co- 
Iony ; and if any Catho/icks or mad Tories, ſtill expect 
Force from abroad, ſhall fect Ifing Fames upon the Throne, 
they are madder than any f-r of Men but thoſe 3/4155 thar 
fear a French Conqueſt, and from thence Popery ani Sla- 
Ver y. 

I have treated upon odd Things, and in an unuſual 
Manner, and perhaps ſhall have tired the Peruter, but 
to ſpeakin a very few Words the drift of the whole. lr is 
fo invite all my Country-men to be ready to rec:ive the 
King upon ſuch large and compretennvc Meatures, as 
ought to latisfy all Parties, it is to incline all Purtice, t 
be reaſonable in their demands, and to perſuade King 
Fames to give ſich Terms as the Peopie will thank kim 
for now, and will have, or eternally be re{tiffe and un- 
eaſy ; it is to perſwade ali Engiith men, to conhider Church 
and Civil Matters a part ; it is to incorporate all our Sets 
inro one National Intereſt, It does allow Government from 
God, but the Specification from Men. It 1s not to quar- 
rel with Hereditary Monarchy, but defircs We may be ſafe 
in our Lives and Fortunes, and that we ſhould Sacrifice 
them for the Publick againſt Enemics abroad, rather than 
by inteſtine Jars. Io a word, all this Ramble is ro per- 
ſuade to anew Magna Charis : To Peace and Juſtice which 
God grant may be the Conclution of all our diſmal Ap. 
pearances. I wiſh Men would rather caſt about in their 
choughts how to draw ſich a Magna Charts than to make 
oppoſition which can never determine the Controverly, 
as long as any one Branch of the Roghe Line is alive. I 
wiſh they would rather think who ſhould Repreſent than 
who ſhould Fight for them. - 

To conclude, I expect to pleaſe no one Party becauſe 
I appear co be of none bigotly, but write for the gene- 
ral Good, tho | caink what TI have ſer down are Truths : 
Yet I fear they are too ſtrong to be digeſted, they do not 
Cloſe With the Parrialities of any ſort of Men; however 
they are well meant, and I leave the iſſue to the great 
Diſpoſer of all Things, and Men to jumble and cur, and 
be unfortunate, till they find by Experience according to 
the Title of this Diſcourſe, That 


Honeſty, after all, is the beſt Policy. 
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
